AN IM P E R IA L R E S C R IP T 


Peasants May Be Given Some Meas­ 


ure of Relief. 


St. Petersburg, 
April 14.— An Im­ 
perial rescript addressed to the m in­ 
ister of the Interior creates a special 
commission under his presidency to 
discuss questions relating to peasant 
tenure of land, which Is described by 
the rescript as the main foundation of 
national welfare. 
Measures will be 
elaborated, first, to afford 
peasants 
better m eans of working their lands 
to good advantage; second, to permit 
em igration between districts, helping 
peasants to Increase their holdings 
through the medium of a peasant’s 
bank, and third, to devise measures 
for fixing the boundaries of all hold­ 
ings in ordt r to show their inviolabili­ 
ty and to Instill more conscientious 
views on the subject of private prop­ 
erty.
